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ABSTRACT 

Every year the National Center for Education 
Statistics publishes this pocket summary of the annual "Projections 
of Education Statistics," The complete report contains information on 
projected enrollment at all ages, numbers of high school graduates, 
degrees conferred, classroom teachers, and public elementary and 
secondary school expenditures, with state-level tables on enrollment. 
This summary contains figures for 1983-84, estimates for 1994-95, and 
projections to 2005-2006, with calculations of the percent of change 
from 1983-84 to 1994-95 and from 1994-95 to 2005-2006. Tables present 
data for these periods for: (1) population by age; (2) elementary and 
secondary enrollment in public and private schools; (3) high school 
graduates from public and private schools; (4) classroom teachers in 
public and private schools; (5) public and private elementary and 
secondary pup i 1 / teacher ratios; (6) elementary and secondary school 
expenditures; (7) higher education enrollment in public and private 
institutions; (8) earned degrees; and (9) higher education 
expenditures for both the public and private institutions. Technical 
notes explain the computation of projections. (SLD) 
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Each year, the U.S. Department of Education’s National 
Center for Education Statistics (NCES) publishes this pocket 
summary of the Projections of Education Statistics. The 
complete report, Projections of Education Statistics to 
2006, provides the reader with NCES information on pro- 
jected enrollment at all education levels, numbers of high 
school graduates, earned degrees conferred, classroom 
teachers, and expenditures of public elementary and secon- 
dary schools; In addition, there are state-level tables on 
public elementary and secondary enrollment and public high 
school graduates and some supplementary tables from other 
sources. 

Among the latest findings released in the 25th edition of 
Projections of Education Statistics to 2006 is that enroll- 
ment in elementary and secondary schools across the nation 
will rise between now and the year 2006, the result of in- 
creased births since the late 1970s.

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Technical Notes 



General Projection Methodology 

Beginning with institutional data from the National Center for Education 
Statistics (NCES) and demographic data and projections from the Bureau 
of the Census, total enrollment is projected using expected enrollment rates. 
Exponential smoothing and multiple linear regression are the two major 
projection techniques used to forecast these rates. Demographic assump- 
tions used by NCES are consistent with Bureau of the Census middle series 
of population projections. Elementary and secondary expenditure projec- 
tions are produced using multiple linear regression. 

For methodological details on the assumptions and fnethods used to 
develop these projections, and details on data sources, see Projections of 
Education Statistics to 2006.
